HOW A RESERVE BANK WILL OPERATE. 

To proceed with a simple explanation of the 
(Currency) bill, let us take the Federal reserve 
bank that will bo located at N'ew Orlemis as a stai t 
ing point. This hank uuisl have a capital uf at 
least $4,000,000. It will have duties to perform for 
ti e region a.ssigned to it. which will doubtlesa com- 
priiHr the State of liouisiana ami severid adjacent 
.States in whole or in part. .Ml uf the national 
banks in this district must become members of the 
system, and nnisi sid'M rifie in pi-oportiou to their 
capital to the sfo' U (»f what will he calleil "The 
Federal Kcserve Hank (d .New Orleans." State 
banks may also join the system upon their own ap- 
plication. This hiink at .New Orleans will be man 
aged by a board of nine directors, three of whom 
will he named hy the Central Board at Washing- 
ton. Three of the other six will be bankers chosen 
hy the membership hanks of the distriet. The otiiei 
three will be citizens of repute who are not bank 
era, hut who will also be chosen by thf membership 
hanks. This bank at .New Orleiuis will hold a part 
of the reserves of the ineiiil>ershi|) tianks. juid will 
do a general hanking business upon its own capital 

Let us suppose that in the time of the moving of 

tile riittoM I'll.). ;i !.'reat dcid of mi>m'V is needed 
temporarily in the Xcw Orleans distriet. This 
e»n he supplied in several ways. The Secretary of 
the Treasury, acting with the Central Reserve 
Hoard at Washin^'ton iiia.v transfer additional de- 
posits from unused money in the Treasury. The 
Federal Reserve Hoard may make temporary trans- 
fer In New Orleans of snrplns reserve funda in the 
Federal Heserve Maid< at C|ii(at,'o. or the fmc at 
New York. Hut the tiling most particidarly to he 
noted is the fact that the Reserve Bank at New Or- 
leans will be prepaied to rediscount cotton bills 
and cnminereial pajier. and to supply the numerous 
membership banks with currenc\ to he loaned to 
their enstomers upon snch paper. — The American

It had early Uken 
advantage of its situation and had 
grown rich in consequeuce, ini|iroving 
its opportunitiea by building many milos 
uf fine roads in everjr direetinti. Now 
its commercial prestige was sivure as 
far as land waya were concerned. All 
at once the gient teecea's of the Erie 
i.'Hiial upset iUI previoua eonsidorationa. 
The canal boat, the easy gliding canal 
byat, had come and the paek horse, th" 
mail eoaeh aad the conestoagH freight 
era were gone for good. The grout in- 
land seaa had met the waters of the 
Hudson. The Pennsylvania Dutchmen 
were digging a great ditch along the 
hanka of the roniatic Juniata west uf 
llarrbiburgh and the SUte of Virginia 
incorporating the Jamoa Biver and 
Kanawha Canal Company. 

.Must Baltimore reaign her plaee upon 
the advent of lha eanal boatf This was 
the question which was being ngitated 
throughout the years of the F«tomac 
Chimera. When the Chesapeake * Ohio 
Canal was flrst talked of it was intend 
ed that the eastern terminna aha«ld be 
hers, but when the company was in- 
corporated and Georgetown spoken of as 
the initial point, then it was that the 
men of money la Baltimore stood up 
aad aaid that they would try and build 
aoaie hind of tramway over the Alie- 

5haBi0B to some point on the Ohio River. 
it irst the transportation of freiKl't 
waa only thought of — the p«s«» ii«er 
business' was nn after thought — a speed 
of SHV 18 miles an hour was all that 
could be expected. When the state of 
.Maryland put her shoulder under the 
Cumberland Canal and voted millions tu 
helji that cuterprise, then It waa that 
the people of Raltimora toofc a]arm and 
made a great protest. 

N'otwlthstand that they were in favor 
of internal improvements and bad free- 
Iv subscribed for the constructloa of

gone so far that a meeting at the home 
of the former of over a aeore of Bal- 
timore merchants, capitalists and pro- 
moters was called to take into consider- 
ation the best meana of restoring to the 
city of Baltimore that portion of the 
Western trade which had Utaly been 
diverted from it by the introduction of 
strenin navigation and other causes. 

The plan of Thomas and Brnwn com- 
prehended the buildihg of it railway 
from Baltimore to the Ohio Biver. Bight 
here let us not forget that at that time 
there were only two railways in opera 
tlon in the I'nited States — one at 
Quiwv, Mass., a railroad to a quarry — 
the other at Mauch Chunk. Pa., to the 
Summit coal mine, nine miles distant. 

The result of the meeting at the home 
of Mr. Thomna waa the appolntmant of 
a committee t« review tha whole prop- 
osition and report a plan of action 
i)n the 19th the committee report was 
ready and the second meeting was held. 
The reiMtrt afflrmad that railroads prom- 
ised to " supercede canals as etTectually 
us canal* have auperceded turnpike 
roads," and recommended that "a 
double railroad be constructed between 
the city of Baltimore and some suitable 
point upou the Ohio liiver by the most 
eligiblx and direct route, and that a 
charter to incorporate a fompaay to 
execute this work ba oMalMcl aa.a^tjr 
as practicable. 

Kebruury ^JM, 182H, a charter waa 
Krnnted by the Maivhuid Leaialatvn. 
It was eoaflrmed bv Virginia, March 8, 
and by Penaiylvania. February it, 1828. 
Mr. Thomaa resigned the presidency of 
the Meebanlcs' Bank to give his wholu 
attention to the affaire of the enter- 
prise. A peculiar situation now pre- 
sented itself to the attention of the 
whole countrv. On the one hand we find 
the C. it O. innal Co. backed by a cap- 
ital of 'iVt million dollars ready to 
pioceed ia building a canal through the 
Fotumac Valley from Washington to 
Cumberland and Pittsburg, on the other 
hand was the Unltimore tt Ohio Rail- 
road Compauy with Mr. Thomas at its 
head, biK'ksd by four million dollars 
beginning to build a railroad from Bal 
timore to Washington and on up the 
Potomac Valley to Cumberland and 
across the mountains to the Ohio River 
It. was sure that the rivalry would be 
very bitter; that the two lomjianies 
wulild (iive rtse to fa.'ti.iiiH wliii li would 
harm and abuse each other in every way 
posililc. The cHiial i.lea was not new, 
■an.l the Kne Canal beiiiK successfully 
I rose. utcl fr.iiii the Hudson to l.,ake 
Kiic hn'l .'reateil immense enthusiasm. 
On the other hand the railroad was al 
i'.n,( nil uiifried novelty. Tho steam ou- 
tline had not as yet been »ucce»atully 
a.lopleil; nil nucli us were in operation 
in this country and in E^nxland, norse- 
power wiis tlio only power to be relied 
on. rail had been tried m MMW 
but they were ii failure.

Oth 
erwtse a tunnel would have to be built 
under the mountain apurs — a financially 
impossiblo alternatice. The point at 
issue in th« great quarrel which became 
exceedingly bitter and waa al last set- 
tled by Federal interference was there- 
fore very plain. Time and space will 
not allow any extended notice of this 
unfortunate affair. This famous dis- 
pute for the righ'Of-way through these 
btrHtef{otic 12 miles was not settled 
until I'i'M, both companies suffering in 
. nil-. .|iienee of the delay, and the rail- 
wav losing its argument, but effecting 
a compromise. The railroad to be com- 
pleted to opposite Harper's I'erry, De- 
.■ember I. \<H. Here however, it pans 
ed for the compromise giifneil by the 
companii'S demanded that the railroa.l 
should not be built farther, until the 
cauul should be completed to Cumber- 
land, i. e., if dune within the time 
named in the charter — 1840. 

In a iirevious article we have spoken 
of the ureat celebration at WasbiuKtun 
City, .Inly 4, 1S2S, of which time I'ros 
ident Adams turned up the first spa.le 
ful of the earth for the beginning of the 
new O. & O. Canal. Simultaneously 
with this memorable celebration, wii\ 
an imposing ceremony being enacted at 
Baltimore and that was the laying of 
the layiuK of the corner stono of the 
B. t O. H. H. by the venerable Charles 
Carroll, of Carrolltou, the only surviv 
lay aigaer of the Declarutiuu of ludo 
paadaaee ia the presea. e of a vast out 
pouring of the people amid tremendous 
enthusiasm and vast torrents of elo- 
quence from distinguished men inter 
sperse.i with mijnic and no end of eat- 
ing and drinking and shaking uf bunds 
et Id omnel 

Looking back to those times ami 
taking into account the great chauj^es 
which have taken place and the part 
that the railwaya have played in the 
march of our elvlllaation and the devel- 
opment of the country certainly the lay- 
ing of the comer stone of our first great 
trans-Allegheny railroa.l was a most 
auspicious occasion and mark's an im 
portsnt milestone on our wonderful 
inarch across the pajjes of the worl.l's 
history. Certainly there sre iii.uiieuts 
in the progress of time whi.'h are the 
.'ounters of whole ages. There are 
events the monuments of which surviv- 
unj; every other memorial of human ex- 
istence, eteriii/e the nation to whose 
history they belonjf, after all other 
vestiges uf its n\OTy have disappeared 
from the nK.be. . 

The . oMiplete story of the buildiuK of 
the new railroad Is a lon^ one an.l .''m 
not be told hero with the time and 
space at the .'ummMu.l uf the writer. It 
is an old saying that is well that one 
does not know what is ahead of hiiii 
anil that "the veil that .'overs futurilv 
is woven by the hand of mercy." If 
the early promoters of both the Cum

Ohio KullwHv could have looked into

Head of Party Says a Race of Thinkers and Statesmen Could Have 
Been Developed Among the Red Men— Declares That 
Destruction of the Indian Great Loss to the 
Nation— Their Ambitions Are Destroyed. 



New York.— "It the United BUtea 
government had expended honest ef- 
fort and money In the conserratlon 

and uplift of the North American In- 
dian there would have been produced 
from the race a remarkable line of 
thinkers aud statesmfti who would 
have added to the fame of our halls 
cf congreis wttb their wisdom and 
flno (deals." 

That was the dorlaration of Ur. 
Joseph Kossuth Dlxoii. in charge of 
the Rodman Wananiakcr (^xpuditlon 
to the North American Indian, whit h 
returned to New York from a six 
months' tour of the reservations In 
the west 

In a book Dr. Dixon gives his esti- 
mate of the American Indian as fol- 
lows: 

"^e Indian is a man of lofty 
<deals; he is heroic in temperament 
and Ineffably tragic In thought. To- 
day (ho siiMlnio thought In the Indian 
mind secnis tu be that although he Is 
doomed to extermination, yet will be 
die undaunted." 

Dr. Dlxiiii's book Is dedicated "to 
my brother, the Indian." It eontalnd 
the Btorles of 8urvl\iiiK srouts of the 
I'uster massacre, anil also the stories 
of some of the Indian chiefs who 
fought Custer. The story of White- 
Man-Runs Him, a Custsr scout, is as 
Collows: 

'^he Great White Father at Wash- 
ington sent representatives out to our 

oonntry. The Indians met them and 

held a council. The Sioux were 
hereditary enemies of the Crows. The 
head man sent by the Crcat Father 
said to the Crows: 'We must j^ft to- 
gether and light ;uhI get IIiIh land 
tioni the Sii)u.\. We must win It by 
conquest.' 

"I stood failhfiilly by the soMlera. 
They did not liuow the ctnintry. I did. 
They wanted me fw their eye; they 
could not sec. The soldiers and I 
were fighting In friendship. What 
they said I did. What I said, they 
did. So I helped my tribe. 

**We heard that General Custer was 
coming, and I and 30 soldiers went 
down the river in boit: I was the 
Hrst one of the Grows to shake hands 
with Coster. He V^ftii me tight 
and said: 'You ar«|AiM9Bs I want 



make the battle. Custer sent me to a 
high knoll. 'Go and look for me.' ho 
said, 'and see where I can make a 
success.' He left it to me. When I 
was up there I looked around. ai]d 
the troops were very close ui)on ine. 
I niotloneii to them to flome on, and 
we passed up the ridge. 

"The Indian scouts stood In front 
of CuBter and led his men. The Sioux 
fired at us. We looked over tha rlvor 




fight, I must say we were pursued by 
the soldiers, we were on tKe warpath 
and we were on the warpath with the 
Crows and other tribes 

"We wi're driven out of the Black 
Hills i> ih. men seeking gold, and 
our game was driven off, and we start- 
ed on our Journey In search of game. 
Ouy. children were starving and we 
had to have something to eat. There 
wu buffalo in tjkut region and we 
were moving, simply camping hare 
and there and flghtlbg our Indian 
enemies as we advanced, in order to 
get the game that was In this coun- 
try. We fought this battle from day- 
liirhl until three oVloek In the sft- 
i'rno'>n. and nil of the wlilie men were 
killed. I I Mink that ("ester was a 
very brave man to light all these In- 
dians with hin few men t?<im ilayll.n;ht 
until the sun was almost going down." 

The iioellciil nature of the Indian 
was exenii)llfled In the words of Chief 
Plenty Coos, chief of nil the Crow 
nation. In eummoning other chiefs to 
"The Last Great Council." orgaaiited 
In the valley of the Little Big Horn. 
.Montana, by the Rodman Waaamaker 
expedition. The Indian chieftain aald 
In part; 

"I sea as In a vision the dying 
spark of our council (Ires, the ashes 

cold ami white. I see no more the 
curling stnolip rising from our lodge 
poles. I bear no longer the songn of 
the women as they prepare the meal. 
The antelope have gone; th(< Iiuffala 
wallows are ftnpty. Only the wail of 
the coxote la hoard. 

"The white man's nieiilolne Is 
stronger than ours; his Iron horse 
rushes over t^e buffalo trail. He 
talks to us through bis 'whispering 
spirit.' (The Indian's name fOr the 
telegraph and telephone.) We are 
like birda with a broken wing. My 
heart is cold within me. My eyes are 
growing dim — I am eld. 

"Before our red brothers pass on 
to the happy hunting ground, let us 
bury the tomahawk. Let us break 
our .Trrows. l^et us wash off our war 
paint In the river. And I will instruct 
our inedirine men to tell the women 
to preiiare a great council lodge, i 
will send our hunters IStO tho hills 
and pines for deer. 

"I will send my runners to the 
lodges of the Dlackfeet, where in that 
far north flowers border the snow on 
the hills. I will send them across 
the flery desert to the lodges of the 
Apaches in the south. I will send 
them east to the lodges of the Sioux, 
warriors who have met us in many .1 
hard battle. I wiU send them to the 
west, where among the mountains 
dwell the Cayuae and the Umatlllas. 

"I will have the outriders build j 
smoke signals on all the high hills. I 
• ailing the chiefs of all the tribes to- ' 
i-ether. tliat we may meet here as I 
broth'TS and friends In one great last ! 
rounrll. that w«> may eat our bread 
and meal together, and stnoke the 
council i)ipe, and say farewell as 
brothers, never to meet sgain."

Their Justltlcatlon of their conduct is 
interesting. Red Cloud, a Bioux chief, 

says: 

"Su(i(leni,\ we heard firing, and we 
found out ihat the soldiers were on 
us. The women and ehlldren were all 
frightened, und started to run across 
the hills, and we men mounted our 
horses and started toward the enemy. 
I remember that we pushed Reno 
back until he had to cross the river, 
and go up against the bluffs, and then 
some of our Sioux rode around the 
hill to head him off, and we bad him 
Id a pocket 

"After we had killed many of Re- 
no's men. Custer eame aiong the 
ridge, and we were eallej „n' to fight 
Cusler W'e kept eireling around Cus- 
ter, UiUd as his men came down ihe 
ridge w« shot them down And then 
the rest dipmoiiMled and jjalhereil in 
a luineh, Un, , Ihil; down and shooting 
from behind their horses. We circled 
round and round, nrtng into Custer's 
mm -igUl the last man waa killed. ' 

"I did not see Custer fall, for all 
the Indians did not know which was 
Custer. One reaaon why we did not 
scalp Custer was because the Indiana 
and the white soldiers' were so mixed 
up that It was hard to distinguish 
one man from another; and anotlivr 
reason was t» ( mi.se Custer was the 
bravest man oi all and wo did not 
want to tiUKh lilm, as he made the 
last Stan, I This is also the opinion 
of Hiiin In Ihe-Faee.

Plans for the Titanic memorial sub- 
mitted by Mrs. Harry Payne Whitney 
of New York have been accepted by 
the Waahlngion <D. C.) Fine Arts 
commission. *Th» memorial is to b» 
erected hero to commemorate the he- 
roism of the men who sacrlfloed their 
lives that the women passengers of 
the vessel might be saved. 

The nnnounciiiient was made by 
.Mrs. .John Hays Hammond, secretary 
of the Titanic .Memorial assorlation, 
which has raised $IS,Oi)0 for the erec- 
tion (jf the memorial. She Is also 
chairman of the committee that flnally 
passed upon the designs. 

Mrs. Robert Chew, chalrmon of the 
District of Columbia association, re- 
ceived a letter from Mrs Hammond 
communicating to her the lact that 
the* commission hsd approved th<! de- 
sign submitted by Mrs. Whitney. Mrsi 
John Hay. president of the TItanIo 
Memorial aaaociation, also announced 
that Mrs. Whitney's design had baen 
accept. (I Seven designs were submitted to the coromtision which, with Mrs. 
llatninond. innde the selection. Some of the most prominent sculptors of tbO 
country were amoiiK the coinpc^l itors. 

Mr>-. Whitney's design, it wa;i learned. Is a figure of a man, symbolic Of 
heroism. The (Igure, in while marble, stands with arms outstretched and 
head thrown back, giving the impressicjii from u distance of the Crucltlxlon. 

The figure, wlii( h is nearly nude. Is to be 15 feet high. The p. cullar posi- 
tion of the arms, the pope of the massive head, thrown slightly back, 
convey the iin[ir«ssion of sublime sacrfice, the expression of the face, almost 
smiling welcoming death. 

The base of the memorial will correspond In height with the figure and 
will be of pure white marble. Figures of I.ombardy popular trees will form a 
baclcground to the entire setting. The base eiienda around the flguro on 
three sides, leaving the front facing an open facade. 

While tha sita has not yet been determined, the matter being still pending 
befora congress, the spot most favored by the Pine Arts commission is on the 
Tidal Baaln in Potomac park Just below the Pan-American huHding.

For more than two licurH the animal lay on Its 
bai k at the bottom of the areaway while the po- 
lice and volunteer rescnerw pondered over ways 
and means of getting it out. The areaway Is 
about 15 feet long, S feet wide and 10 feet deep. 

The police found it Impossible to use their tri- 
pod derrick, which Is used to rutsu horses which 
have slipped on wet pavements, because there 
was no ledge in the adjacent building wall on 
which a pole could be rested. The police wtre 
puzzled how to proceed. A spectator suggested 
a moving van hoisting outfit The animal wel- 
fare ambulance with ropes and tackle was also 
summoned.

frantic aiiiin.il fastened rojieH and chains around tht; horse. The engine was 
then startiMl and the horse was slowly lifted from the hole and deposited 
gently on tho ground while the big crowd cheered 

Bxamination by a veleriaary surgeon revealed the fact that the horse, al 
though it bad fallen on Its back, was not laiured boyond bmlaM.

vor because of Its pleasing appear- 
' ance when appropi iattdy designed, 
I and its comparative cheapness. This 
bouse Is of the characteristic west- 
ern bungalow style. It is very com- 
pact and oonvenlent In arrangement, 
all space being used to good advan- 
tage. Five good-sised rooms are pro- 
vided, besides bath room ahd pan- 
try, each room being very well 
lighted and each bedroom having a 
capsicious closet. 

.Many practical builders havi' said 
that the bungalow ie a fiid, no dbubt 
good enough. It Is true, for southern 
California or the southern states, 
such as Florida and I^iuisiaiia. but 
In the main not suitable for practical 
building throughout the country at 
large. It has been alhrmed that the 
ooat of the bungalow style dw i lling is 
far in ezceas of that of the ordinary 
type two-story house providing the 
tamo sccommodstions. 

Criticisms against the bungalow 
havi* been due, not so much to tho 
r< al characteristics of the style itself. 



tel and fireplace adding much to the 
pivasliig honie llkeiiess of tho Interior. 
Hoth ot' these rooms are nicely light- 
ed, and provide the accommodations 
for the necessary farniture for con- 
venient housekeeping The broad 
spaco In the dining rootn near the 
kilclien door Is just the location which 
a built-in sideboard or buffet should 
have to be most convenient and orna- 
mentally located. There are nunieroua 
stock design:, for built In sideboards, 
as well as for other pieces of built- 
in furniture, whioh oan bo had at very 
small cost.

Doors lead into this hallv ay, affording 
easy access also from kitchen and bed- 
rooms to the bath room 

Tho bedrooms in this cottage both 
He 00 the same side of the bouse. 
Each is 12 feet 6 Inches by 10 feet 
and well lighted, the oloaeta forming 
a feature that will be much appreci- 
ated by the housewife. 

The exterior material for thia bung- 
ak>w is Portland oaoMnt atucco, which 
lends Itself readily to a great variety 




as to the over-enthusiasm of its devo- 
tees, who have advocated It for pur- 
poBRB and locations for which it waa 
never intended. 

Designed originally for summer cot- 
tage work and for spacious building 
sites, preferably of a hilly nature, 
there havo been too many inaUnces 
where this type of dwelling has been 
squeexed into a narrow city lot and 
put in between high houses of two or 
three stories, much to the detriment 
of the typical bungalow style.

Btlll, what is alujosl as bac, the biiiii;a- 
low style church Is quite a common 
thing in many of our cities and nub- 
uibs 'l liose an> usi s never contem- 
plated by ih(.' originators of the buu^- 
ilow in Lliis country, am! sluiuld not 
be charged up against th. style. The 
bungalow, r'Kli'ly understood, is an 
artistically designed cottage, and with- 
in that f>ph3're has some exceedingly 
creditable features of work to show. 

The estimated cost o( the house 
here shown ranges from 12,800 to 
13,000, depending to some eitent on 
the locality and on local market con 
ditlons of material and labor. The de- 
sign 'has that simplfeity and direct- 
aess which are tha keynotes ehara'c- 
terlstic of the bungalow style, of 
house. At a cost no greater than for 
% plain. unornan\eated cottage with 
the same accommodations,, a real 
homo-like, cosy-^d attractive dwell- 
ing is secured. 

Tha porch, as can be seen, is a 
proinlnent feature adding to the ez- 
terDftl appearance: and the same is 
jru'i of every typical bungalew This 
oin U n feet wide b>' feet g 

Inches long, ezienuiiig along iiliKost 
thii entire front of the dwelling, sup- 
porti'd by massive pill.irs. and the 
coping of the Incloblng wall alTording 
a convenient s<-henu of further aiiorn 
ment by "the uae of tkjwer boxes and 
vases. It forms not only the main 
decorative features of the fiont ot the 
building, but serves the eztr^smely 
practical end of being the outdoor 
living room for the family in summer 
weather 

Entering tiie house, m» find the en- 
tire front poriion given up to a living 
room, It by 14 feet opening directly 
Into a spacious dining room, 18 by 
U foot, tbs latter baring a large aa»- 



of schemes of ornamentation. The 
body of the wall may be either wood 
or steel framework, or It may be built 
up of brick or concrete block or hoi- 
loir tile. If built of molded shapes, 
the stnoco may be plastered on di-

I. The Accusation (vv. 14-18.) The 
fact of demonology as revealed in the 
New Testament records is here 
strongly emphasized. Tbeir existence, 
their malignity, their evil powers, 
their relation to the doTll, and yet 
their subjection to our Lord, is all 
clearly sot before us. Tho devil had 
so taken possessloA ot tbta man that 
he could not speak, yat a word from 
Jesus, and the dumb spake. That he 
should have such power caused the 
people to "wonder"' (v. 14). Ills mir- 
acles were ff)r one principal reason 
(John I. M;l!llle^^ t.lls us (12:'-';;) 
thai in Iliis ease tlu;y asUe.l the ipies- 
tion: " Is this the Son ot I)a\iii,'" e g., 
the promlseii;; .Messiah? The record 
does not, however, indicate that they 
believed on him — were converted. 
They knew what had been prophesied 
about the Coming One (Isa. 29:18, 
32:3, 4), yet they hesiUted to come 
otit on his side. Into the midst of 
their controversy (v. IS, Matt 18:24;

aad muat not his disciples expect a 
like treatment? (Matt 10:25). With 
convincing logic Jesus reveals their 
motive (V. 10) and decjonstrates the 
unti iiablo position and conclusion 
which resulted from tlieir own charge. 
Satan Is not lighting himself. .\ king 
never sends an army against his own 
soldiers, but against those of his en- 
emy. Therefore, out of their own ac- 
knowledgement that tho devils wero 
cast out, ho proves that the kingdom 
of Ood has come upon them. Such an 
accusation (v. 15) was to Jesus an ev- 
ident of tbe depravity of their hearts. 
There is keen sarcasm in tho answer 
he demanded from them (v. 19). Evi- 
dently they, too, had had power over 
demons, and It is easy to see the di- 
lemma into which he led them. This 
is not the only time that Jesus con- 
victed men out of their own tesU 
niony t Matt. 21 :'.;r.). 

Ill Tho Aiipli<atlon (vv. 21-26). 
W ith a true ti acher's skill Jesus 
drives homo the truth brought out in 
the preceding paragraph. Satan is a 
"strong man. " but be, Jesus, Is strong- 
er. Ho haa power to overcome and to 
take from the strong man his armor 
(defense), and his spoil, and to bind 
him taat (v. 28: Mark 3:27; Rev. 
20:2). Those bound by chalna of sin 
are the spoil of Satan, and Jesus Is 
the only one powerful enough to— 

--break the power of canceled Sin 

And set the prisoner free. 
Cleanse the "Psiace." 

With Christ there must be entire 
peosoBsion; there can be no neutrality 
(V. 23). Wo cannot belong to Christ 
and be a alave to Satan, to manunon, 
to self, or oven to others whom wo 
may love. The persistence ot evil is 
here Indicated. Unclean spirits are 
ever seeking a habitation. Therefore 
it is not enough for a man to be 
cleansed, his dwelling must be occu- 
pied, and if the Holy Spirit does not 
take possession, the evil one will. The 
parable that I'ollows iw. 2i-2(i) 
teaches this truth negatively. In one 
case Sutaii Is dislodged by I'hrisi, he 
Hdda the "palace" (v. '.'L'l uiian) to 
be pro-occupied. In this case the pal- 
ace la empty (Matt 12.44). The ab- 
sence of a positive attachment, too, or 
posaesslon by, Jesus Christ Involves 
hostility to him. This picture la that 
of the reformed noan, not of tho re- 
generated man. This latter has bis 
place prtvoccupied, and the returning 
spirit can find no place of abode. Un- 
less, however, such be the case, the 
latter end of that man is far worse 
than ills tlrst state, witness the gold- 
cured iiilemiierate men who return lo 
their cups iJ Tet. 2:2") : tlic.\ return 
beeause 1 liev have n* strong (ieleiuler 
to hAe oiT the returning rtieiny. 
This application and principlo here 
propounded may. and does, account 
for most of the back sliding ^fter many 
of the so-called conversions, viz., that 
the germ of character has not been 
generatod (John 3:7). 

IV. The lUuatratlon (w. 33-36V. In 
his teaching. Jesus oonstantly need fa- 
miliar objects as Illustrations. The 
Incongruity of placing a oandlo under 
a bushel measure rather than In ita 
rightful place that 11 may conspicu- 
ously pei torm Its proper function Is at 
once apparent. Jesus is the l.!i;ht 
(.lohii 7.17; S:I2). ho also is the 
Christian. They are to be so set be- 
fore nii'u iliat se<>iiig Christ lellccted 
in them, they will glorify the Kather 
who sent him. This is that which is 
used by God in re<leeniing, transform- 
ing and ennobling earth's sinful chil- 
dren, by showing to them the path of 
a Uko transformation and rodemptton. 
Hoaoo the warning Jesus aounda in 
Torao S6. Vers* M is particularly viv- 
id, tor it' auggesta tho beauty to 
be seen through tha medium ot a 
charitable eye. What the eye li to 
the body so Is the will to the soul. 
If the »ill be set upon pleasing Ood, 
then the whole character will be sur- 
rendered to hlin. and there Is there- 
fore no danger such as is suggested 
In verse This also suggusted that 
many may be deceived by the "'btrong 
deluMlons"' of the devil. That we b<^ 
fully surrendered to Ood Is therefore 
a matter of vast importance, and not 
to be thus surrendered is fraugbt with 
a darkness, a final aatgta. that >• awt«l 
to eoatsmplata.
